Father was very much advanced 
beyond the times in which he lived; and 
yet, the effect of my bringing up was to 
make me Jook upon death with dread 
and horror. There was no rescae for 
me, that I could see, except on conditions 
of holiness and obedience; and these I 
was incompetent to comply with. I 
had a Christ that would take me when 
I got to him; but there was no way for 
me to get to him. I was like a child 
on one side ofa morass or river, on the oth- 
er side of which was a man who cried out, 
“Come to my cottage, and here you will 
find food, and warmth, and shelter.” How 
to get across was the question. There was 
no St. Christopher to take me on his 
shoulder, and carry me over the flood, and 
set me down safely on the opposite shore. 
I think many are ipstructed so that to them 
there comes over the future the darkest un- 
certainty and gloont; #d the feeling is, 
“ Yes, if our friends are saved, it is glorious ; 





but how do I know that they are? Am I 
certain?” And the ten thousandth part of 
an uncertainty is a torment. And so per- 
sons contrive to dim the light, and even to 
eclipse it, which has been shining eighteen 
hundred years, and declaring that there is | 
more than. victory in dying ; not because 
we are good or powerful, but because God 
is powerful and good—for it stands in God’s | 
power and goodness, and not in ours. 
There are, of course, to persons who are 
intimately connected, as relatives and | 


| friends, to thoce that are departed, reasons 


of sorrow. Where one has carried a bur- | 
den jointly with another that is gone, and 
has now to carry it alone, it eannot be oth- | 
erwise than that there shall be grief. There 
is such a thing as a solitude that may well 
make one sad. In companionship, the dis- 
solution of united hopes, the sundering of 
ties and endearments—I do not undertake 
to say that these are not causes of grief or 
sorrow. Ido not undertake to preach im- 
possibilities. And yet, I think there shouki 
be alleviation. According to the sacred 
Writ we are not to sorrow as those that 
have no hope. Christ mingled his tears 
with the weeping sisters, and sanctified the 
weeping at the grave by his own example. 
But if we were more familiar in our 
thoughts with the glorious realities of heav- 
en, there would always be a bright side, as 
well as a dark side, to death, and we should 
learn, little by little, to temper sorrow with 
the element of gladness and of rejoicing.

WHAT 18 A REVIVAL OF RELIGION? 


It is an extraordinary season of religious 
impressions, religious activity, and religious 
changes in a community. To consider it 
fully, we must look at it from various points 
of view. Let us begin with 


THE PHENOMENA : 
all that which meets the obserysiion of 


essential features are identical. It is a great 
change in believers, and a great change in 
unbelievers. Ido not undertake to consider 
whether it would be betier for believers to 
need no sudden or striking change in their 
religious experience; or, for a thousand 
persons to be converted in the course of ten 
years rather than ten weeks, or never to 
need a revival. I am dealing with facts, 
with one of the most momentous classes of 
facts in the history of the world; and a 
class of facts which, for aught I can see, is 


again to occur; and which may hereafver | 


hold to the interests of religion the same 
important relations as in the past. Until 
we see something better, we shall continue 


to hail these seasons as God’s most precious | 


favors to the children ef men, and as indis- 
pensable to preserve the very life of spirit- 
ual religion in the world. 

We have a superficial work called a 
“History of Revivals.” 
has never yet been treated as its intrinsic 


grandeur and its relative importance de- | 
mand. Church historians have not pre- 


sented the experience of the Church as bi- 


ographers exhibit. that of an individual be- | 


liever. With the latter his conversion is 
the great turning-point of interest. His 
religious declensions and recoveries have a 


prominent place in the recital. Equally | 
prominent should be the exhibition of these | 


wonderful epoch-commencing periods in 
the history of the Church. A vast mine 
lies before our historians not yet explored. 
The sacred historians have marked these 
transition periods with great distinctness ; 
if it is only briefly, yet as indicating their 





importance. One revival, the first indeed, 
has been thus simply but most graphically 
noted : “ Then began men to call upon the 
name of the Lord.” Abel had been cut 
off; and Cain's family were multiplying, 
and probably treading in his steps. We 
can imagine how religion would decline in 
such @ family. But God gave Adam an- 
other son, who followed Abel’s example. 
And about the time his grand-son, Enoch, 
was born, there was a revival of religion, 
which the historian describes almost ex- 
actly as people afterward described the 
change in Saul of Tarsus. Of Seth's day it 
is said, “ Then began men to call 


it was said, “Behold, he prayeth.” And 
this is because there is no one feature more 
characteristic of a revival or conversion 
than the beginning or the increase of 
prayer. 

In Moses’ day, in Samuel's day, in David's 
day, in Hezekiah’s, we find revivals; all 
different from each other in their features, 
but the same in their essence. 

But to speak of those in our times and 
country, they are marked by great changes 
in believers. Backsliders begin to see 
themselves to be in a very undesirable con- 
dition. Sometimes their convictions are 
more pungeni, their self-abhorrence more 
profound, than in any former period. Their 
unfaithfulness to God, their formality, their 
want of love to the Savior, their neglect 
of the souls of others, their conformity to 
the world, come betore them in most pain- 
ful distinctness, There are deep searchings 
of heart, most tender repentings, most earn- 
est searching of the Scriptures, most impor- 
tunate pleadings for forgiveness and restora- 
tion. Old quarrels are healed. Empty 
seats in the place of social prayer are filled ; 
femily altars, that had crumbled to dust, are 
rebuilt; the Sabbath becomes a new day ; 
voices never heard before testifying for 
Jesus, and entreating men to’ come to hin, 
now resound in the social meeting, 

Religion becomes ascendant in the town, 
if it be not too large for the wave to cover. 
In large cities thousands may be passing

| sult. This, reasoning from the past, is the 
conclusion to which an intelligent conserva- 

| téem will arrive. : 

But we must not forget that there is an- 
other order of minds, not superior necessa- 
rily, but different froma this conservative 
class, who are distrustful of precedent, es- 
pecially if it has no @irect Divine sanction, 
and who feel mu secure in relying 
upon great prip vextained laws. | 
They feel much more safe in sailing by the | 
Compass and the stars, ‘than by landmarks | 
and héadlands. They are conscious of a 
great invigoration of their faith, even in the 
truths of revelation, when those truths are 
| demonsirated to be in accordance with the 
laws of our being, and to have their firm 
foundation in the ascertained principles of 
philosophy. 

But in such an irivestigation we always 
need to be on our guard at the outset, not to 
confound the movement of ovtward and ae- 

cidental influences with inherent and neces- 
sary tendencies. Every ¢urrent has its ed- 
| dies; yet that does not prove it a whirlpool. 

Every river occasionally flows backward ; 
| yet that does not prove that it will empty 

among the mountains, and not into the sea. 
Congregationalism is constantly charged 
with the Unitarian defection in Massachu- 
sette. Episcopalians, Presbyterians, and 
even the advocates of that singular mixture 
of ecclesiastical ideas which in Connecticut 
is called “Consociationism,” all cry out in 
chorvs—“ Look at the fruits of Congrega- 
| tionalism in Massachusetts!” This is like 
charging upon Bowditgh’s Navigator the 
wreck of a ship set out of her course by an 
unknown tideway or a deep ocean-current. 
| The current opinion, among those who 
know little or nothing of the facts, that the 
Congregationalism of Massachusetts is re- 
sponsible fcr the Unitarian defection, is of a 
piece with the idea which prevails through 
the benighted South, that Democracy is re- 
sponsible for a slimy brood of infidelities and 
heresies and immoral philosophies, from 
“socialism” to “free love,” with which its 
tropical imagination has peopled our Yan- 
kee Land. Itis well to remember that peo- 
ple may be neighbors who are not rela 
tions, and that contiguity is not necessarily 
causation. 

The main trouble was, the intense mental 
activity and high culture, which have al- 
ways characterized the old Bay State, had 
carried its scholarship and philosophy be- 
yond its symbolical theology, as astronomy 
in Chalmers’ day, and geclogy in our own, 
outgrew statements of doctrine which were 

for periods when the rocks held se- 
the record of their birth, and the spheres 
slipped unobserved &long ‘their nightly 
paths. Theology, unchangeable in its prin- 
ciples, must change its statements with the 
advancing ages, or make itself ridiculous, 
and 80 expose the faith it symbolizes to the 
assaults of infidelity ; as the American, who 
insists upon wearing, during a European 
| tour, his Yankee hat and boots, will, by 
| meking himself laughable, excite contempt 
| for his country as well. It was the theolo- 
| gy of New England which was defective, 
not her church polity. And it may well-be 
asked, if the theology of New England 
found itself lacking in the analysis, and 
discrimination, and breadth which were 
needed to parry the keen criticisms of her 
philosophers, and the learned queries of her 
scholars, how would the theology have 
fared which prevailed then and has pre- 
vailed since through the Middle and South- 
ern States? And we siand appalled at the 
possible consequences when we add the 
supposition that, with such s theology, the 
orthodox men of Massachusetts had been 
called upon to grapple with the Channings, 
the Wares, and the Everetts of their minis- 
try, and with the professors in their universi- 
ty, and with the learned laymen of their 
churches, fully installed in the high places 
of ecclesiastical authority and power, which 
Episcopacy or Presbyterianism would have 
furnished them. It is futile to say that these 
mere forms of outward organization could 
have excluded such men, or that mere 
church authority would have proved any 
barrier to the subtle and pervading potency 
of the intellectual forces"then at work. 
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| They have not done it in Episcopacy, 
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which apostolical fold, both in England and 
America, is a perfect menagerie of heresies, 
from the little grimacing mammals of 8 
fashionable formalism, up to the Tigris Re- | 
galis of Tractarianism, and the roaring 

beasts of the “ Essays and Reviews.” They 
did not do it when Presbyterianism in Eng- 
land was brought into a similar conflict 
with Unitarianiem and Arminianism, during 
the early part of the last century, though in 
circumstances far less trying than those 
which surrounded.

Her churches, trusting to no great cen- 
tral power, and waiting not for the move- 
ment of a cumbrous machtnery, per- 
haps already in the control of their se- 
cret enemies, leaped instantly and inde- 
pendently into the conflict. Every town 
became a battle-field. Every church 


| became the scene of a desperate contest. 


There was no compromise any where.

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THE NATION’S DEFENDERS.

From the outbreak of the Slavcholders’ 
Rebellion, the Opposition journals and 
speakers have clamored that the ‘ Black Re- 
publicans’ and Abolitionists, after having 
‘brought on the War,’ had refused to fight 
in it—that the brunt of the fray had been, 
and continued to be, borne by those Union- 
ists whose political affiliation was with the 
party self-styled ‘Democratic.’ The very 
first year showed the futility of this assump- 
tion through the votes cast by the volun- 
teers of Pennsylvania (the only State whose 
Legislature had yet authorized voting by 
soldiers absent from her soil), giving an ag- 
gregate of 11,351 for the ‘ Republican,’ and 
8,178 for the ‘Democratic’ ticket. Before 
the next State Election, her Supreme Court 
had adjudged such voting unconstitutional ; 
notwithstanding which, a portion of her 
soldiers voted in ’62, as did those of Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Colorado, giving a total of 
89,171 ‘Republican’ to 9,604 ‘ Democratic.’ 
In °68, Ohio and California had enabled 
their coldiers to vote in the field ; ‘and now 
the entire poll of soldiers’ votes throughout 
the Union footed up 82,275 for the Admin- 
istration and 7,112 for the Opposition tickets. 
Yet all this time the clamor that the Re- 
publicans would not volunteer, but left all 
the fighting to the Democrats, was indus- 
triously maintained. 

The last year brought new hopes to the 
adversaries of perpetual Freedom. The 
fearful cost and long continuance of the 
War, with alternate successes and reverses, 
had begun to tell on the public patience 
and fortitude. Many confidently asserted 
that no real progress had been made by the 
National arms—that the Rebellion remained 
as strong as it ever had been. A Major- 
General was nominated by the Opposition 
for President who for months had been 
commander-in-chief of our forces, and who 
had led the largest and best of our armies 
through the arduous Virginia campaign of 
1862. He was by nature a courtier, and had 
drilled, marced, and fought, with reference 
to the Presidency rather than the overthrow 
of the Rebellion. The freemasonry of & 
West Point education gave him immense 
power with the officers of our armies, which 
was exerted for his benefit among the sol- 
diers, to whom he had ever been lenient, 
and with whom he was personally 
Hence, it was confidently claimed 
would prove the favorite of the Army, or, at 
all events, poll a vote therein largely out- 
running the strength of his party. 

Meantime, a new element had been in- 
troduced into the ranks of that army by 
the bounty system.

SHERMAN BEGINS 4 NEW CAMPAMS. 


THE new campaign of General Sherman 
which was briefly hinted in our summary of 
last week, has began. On Saturday, Jan. 14, 
the right wing of his arm » consisting of the 
Fifteenth and Seventeen corps, went in 
transport steamers to Feanfort, South Uaro- 
lina; whence, forming a junction with Fos- 
ter’s forces, the Seventeenth moved direst up- 
on the Charleston and Savannah railroad at 
Pocotaligo. In this movement, General 
Blair's troops formed the left, and General 
Hateh’s the right. On the march to the rail- 
road there was but little opposition. The 
epemy threw out beavy skirmishing lines two 
or three times, but soon retreated. Gaining 
the railrond a short distance south of the 
Pocotaligo bridge, the Seventeenth Corps 
pushed rapidly forward to that work, and the 
rebels fell back, after some play of artillery 
and musketry. The northern end of the 
bridge was defended by two earthworks, 
mounting twelve heavy guns. These works 
were abandoned by the enemy’s forces, under 
General McLawe, after spiking the gun, and 
the whole rebel force retired during Satarday 
night. Our troops immediately proceeded to 
demolish the earthworks and to tear up the 
rail-track, establishing themselves firmly on 
the line of the road, where they still remain, 
This important position is about thirty miles 
south of Charleston. 

Simuitaneously with this movement, Sher 
man 6éwung his left wing into the interior of 
South Carolina—but whither he goes, or 
where he intends to com> out, neither the reb- 
els nor the loyal people know anything as yet. 
As in Georgia, so in South Carolina, hie se- 
erets are well —_ and his movements mys- 
terious. We shall hear good news from him 
iis force is said to number eeven- 

y thousand men. 

The Richmond papers aver that he means to 
attack Charleston, and, furthermore, that the 
rebel government has hurried forward re-en- 
forcements to that city, gathering up the seat- 
tered commands to make head againet the 
new movement.

cious empire; now for piety, for refine- 
ment, for love, for liberty, for humanity, for 
true religion ! 

II. The whole national growth of the fu- 
ture, from this year, is to be harmonious. 
I do not mean that there will be no friction 
in the mighty machinery that vet must 
work on. I do not mean that pride will be 
extinguished. I do not look for any roman- 
tic change of humen nature, which yet 
swelters in depravities, and is bad! But 
there is, after all, to bea harmony intro- 
duced among bad men—that is, relatively 
bad men ; so that we shall hereafter, in our 
industrial and material interest, move about 
amoral center. We sifall restrain and tend 
Se to reform ; whereas, hitherto, the 
nfluences have tended to license and dete- 
rioration. 

Before, commerce was in an attitude to 
bribe principle. The South, being the cus- 
tomer, made conditions with every pro- 
ducer in the North, that he should favor 
slavery, or, at any rate, earnestly tolerate it. 
And every worker in iron, directly or in- 
directly, felt the bribe. Every man that 
carved or shaped wood, directly or indirect- 
ly, felt that the price of prosperity was tol 
eration of slavery. Every man that built a 
ship felt that compromise with slavery was 
essential to his success. roy! man that 
sailed a ship sailed it with the feeling that, 
if he would succeed, he must c6mpromise 
with slavery. Every man that was a mer- 
chant, or banker, or weaver, or shoemaker, 
or carpenter, and every man that sought 
public influence, was bribed with this uni- 
versal bribery. Slavery, at the center, held 
all the avenues of industry, and all the 
roads to thrift and profit, and no man could 
enter these roads and avenues unless he 
would use the coin whose image and super- 
—— was slavery! 

at is ended. e scarce can believe 
that it ever has been. Sometimes, in the 
morning, one wakes and is amazed at the 
horror with which he was stirred in the 
dream that bore him through vices, or 
crimes, or meannesses, or temptations, or 
dangers; and he shakes it off, and rouses 
himself to virtue and strength again, and 
smiles at the dream, that is hastily out of 
his memory. And we are asmen that wake 
from hideous dreams of the past, and can 
scarcely believe that in yonder city, and 
within the easy memory of all of us, men 
made Black-lists of merchants who dared 
to avow that they did not believe in slavery, 
who did not go out of their way to advo- 
cate it, or, at any rate, who stirred hand or 
foot against it, or made a theoretic profes- 
sion of preference for liberty and of preju- 
dice against slaver}. Actually, the names 
of such men were trumpeted over the land 
on Black-lists, that they might be punished, 
by the withdrawal of patronage, for their 
anti-slavery priactples! Would you believe 
that such « thing could have taken place in 
New York so short a time ago that you can 
touch it with your hand? But it is once 
and forever over. Now all men that work 
are to work for liberty. All the influences 
that are inspiring every department of so- 
ciety are now, by the breaking of this hid- 
eous incantation, by the destruction of this 
dreadful charm, by that divine exorcism 
with which the devil is cast out, to help on 
the cause of liberty. All the avenues of 
national life are hereafter to be filled with 
forces that are potential for liberty. The 
laborer, and the artisan, and the artist, and 
the professional man, and the religious 
man, all of them, hereafter, in pursuing 
their callings, are to be striking so many 
blows to rear the temple of liberty, and not 
to beat it down, as hitherto. 

National politics may now be consistent 
with personal honor and integrity. I do 
not mean that it was impossible before ; 
but it was well nigh im ible. Men that 
went to Congress might have been described 
as men that went through the fires to Moloch; 
and, unless the form of Truth was stand- 
ing by their side, they did not come out un- 
hurt. en men mingled in public life, 
they were, like the holy children of old in 
the furnace, in danger of being burned up 
unless an angel walked with them. Now 
there is such a thing as honor and integrity 
in national affairs. Now a man can be a 
statesman and a Christian at one and the 
same time. Before, the first condition on 
which political favor could be gained was 
connivance at wrong and duplicity—tor 
how conld a man attempt to be a public 
man, and on one side avow fealty to liberty, 
and on the other side fealty to slavery, 
without betraying the one or the other? 
In fact, he peomiced both, and betrayed 
himself. And we have had generations of 
men undone by the conditions on which 

lities and statesmanship had to be evolved 
n this unhappy nation. That day is past. 
We are going to see a race of statesmen 
raised up again that shall be the proper suc- 
cessors of our fathers, who laid the founda- 
tions of our Government and Constitution. 
And our young men, now, may rise up with 
a genuine patriotism. And I hope to see 
the day when the love of country shall be a 
part of every man’s religion. 

We shall no more have either to apolo- 
gize, to explain, or to defend our flag. No 
man has been abroad but that has felt the 

ustice of the contempt which has been 

eaped upon it in every civilized‘land in 
Europe. For, however we might talk about 
it among oursélyes at home, no man has 
stood so far away as across the sea, but that 
he has seen the irreconcilable difference be- 
tween our profession and our practice. 
Neither coun we stoop to make the enilless 
explanations which were, afier all, no suit- 
able explanations. The blood of our brother 
was on our hands, and no washing could re- 
move it; and, verily, we were all guilty 
concerning the blood of our brother, who 
had been sold into slavery; and we were 

humiliated under the arrogant eyes of Eu- 
rope. But now, we have the laration 
of Independence, the Constitution of the 
Wnited States, and the Constitutions of the 
several States, and the policy of the whole 
country, harmoniously hee on the ons 
pivot of liberty, and vibrating with its spirit 
to the very mference. And hereafter 
no American need be ashamed to have any 
man under heayen ask him, “ What mein 
those stars in your flag?” As well might it 
be asked what the stars in the heavens mean, 
that guide the weary traveler on sea and 
land. And as soon might a man ask wht 
those bars of light mean that are seen along 
the sun’s path, as to ask, “ What mean those 
stripes on your flag?” They mean—stars 
oad, cabpes together—liberty to all men; 
and you necd make no explanation or apol-

nations upon our border. Let kings build 
thrones, and let them surmount t heads 
with crowns; give what names you pleaze 
to government, for if, from the Atlantic 
ocean to the Pacific, these influences of 
freedom are felt, if throughout the length 
and breadth of this land the spirit of Chris- 
tian liberty is operative, thrones cannot live 
on the South, and nothing but republics can 
exist on the north. We carry the conti- 
nent, if we carry ourselves for liberty ! 

This people have now 8 ting for the 
South erican sapuiiee’ Gh, wha are 
the counsels of the future, unrevealed, for 
that hemisphere! Has that magnificent em- 
pire of nature been hidden for no sublime 
purpose? How long did God hide these 
northern shores, until, in the fullness of 
times, he discovered them, and poured upen 
them that population which was destined to 
evolve a state of civilization and govern- 
mental liberty! And now God, seeminzly, 
has held back that great South American 
continent. Is it not with some future - 
pose yet sublimely to be unrolled? Phe 
seasons have poured their selectest infiu- 
ence upon it, along the Amazon, the La 
Plata, the lena, and other great trop- 
ical rivers. ere are belts of territory on 
that continent which are unequaled, and 
which are destined yet to be held by a pop- 
ulation civilized, Christian. There are to 
be nations there grander. than those that 
built the Acropolis, that founded Rome, and 
that made Zion itself a name of beauty to 
this coming time. We have now a clean 
Pe hand to hold forth in fellowship. Un- 
tilthis year this nation had no right hand 
that it was safe to offer to any neighbor. A 
gauntleted hand, to beat down the weak ; 
or a plague-spotted hand, to taint with con- 
tagion any that touched it, it was. But now 
our hand is clean and white, and we can 
hold it out, not only to our near neighbors 
on these northern shores, but to South 
America, destined to civilization and enno- 
blement in the future, of which yet we have 
but the faintest dream or measure. 

Ill. This Christian nation is to begin, this 
year, its course of pure national ambition, I 
trust, L hope, I pray. I am not eager for its 
political supremacy. I would not pitch my 
ambition so low for my fatherland as to 
wish that it might exercise more sway in 
the councils of nations than any other one 
nation. I want influence for my country— 
not power. The power that silently issues 
from her laws; the sight of her wealth and 
thrift; the sight of her order, and peace, 
and virtue; the sight of the poor man’s 
prosperity ; the sight of a nation that from 
top to bottom is virtuous and happy; the 
sight before the world of a real prosperity— 
this is the only political supremacy that 1 
desire for my country. I am desirous, not 
thatit should mingle in the councils and 
congresses of European powers, but that it 
should simply st and shine. 

I am not eager for its military superiority. 
That day is passed by; and God speed the 
day when men shall not hurt their fellows 
any more. War, as a national police, is 
yet needful ; but it isa terrible necessity ; 
and military glory is the poorest of glory— 
a glory neither to be coveted nor craved. 
As men use poisons as medicines rather than 
that their friends should die, but not as lux- 
uries,s0 the shedding of blood may cure 
national disease; but I crave not for m 
country a race of generals, as if generals 
were exponents of Christian democratic 
ideas. Neither do I crave for my country 
armies and navies, as if it was our peculiar 
element to dominate by the strong hand. 
My conception of power is higher than that 
of force. 

Iam not eager even for its commercial 

re-eminence. Though its tonnage were to 
multiplied, and its ships were to be 
thicker than birds in migration, still, that 
would not be the desire of my heart for my 
fatherland. Where is Tadmor, where is 
Bdalbec, where is Palmyra—the great cities 
of the Orient? Where are the Pheenician 


merce of the globe subject to their laws? 
I might speak of other nations and cities 
that have been first, but that are to take a 


fore many years, to stand secon 
York. e commerce of the globe centers 
here. We are to be the first commercial 
nation. The mountains tell it; the soil 
proclaims it; the latitudes declare it; the 
coasts ——— it; the spirit of the people 
and the Meee of the pee reveal it; and 
yet, though it is to be a fact, my ambition is 
not satisfied with that. It is not by the 
warrior’s hand, nor by the skill of the arti- 
ficer, nor by the exchange of merchants, 
nor by the piling up of wealth, that we are 
to take the lead among the nations of the 
earth. 
lam filled with a higher ambition. Let 
all arts and commerce thrive, let our infiu- 
ence extend and our example shine; but 
letit be asa Christian nation that we are 
known. We have truths to spread which 
we have experimented on and demonstrated. 
Not fillibustering, but truth-preaching, is 
to be our national errand. We have prin- 
ciples to establish. and not revolutionary 
fires to kindle. We light no torch. We 
go on no incendiary mission. We would 
not overturn and overturn, but would leave 
this divine prerogative to him who sits upon 
the circle of the earth. Our business is to 
disseminate true ideas, and to exemplify the 
immeasurable benefits of them. 
Brethren, we have no revenges to seek. 
If out of this terrific baptism of blood we 
should emerge mourning our first-born, and 
turning from green graves to shake bloody 
hands at those who have not known or 
sympathized with our sorrows—oh, if we 
should be left to that, I could not think that 
we had yet esc from the snare of the 
deyil.. If out of our sufferings we do not 
rise with more Christian fortitude and more 
magnanimity than to rake up old evils, and 
set on foot new wars of vengeance for 
things that might easily be forgotten, then 
= re profited little from this teachin of 
tod. 
lam not for war with any nation; and 
that man not my — oy — war 
against the people of our fatherland, that 
are blood of our blood, and bone of our 
bone. That which is dearest to us of what 
we brought hither, we brought from thence 
—lews, and institutions, and Christian civili- 
zation; and woe be to the day that shail 
beget estrangement between the Christians 
of England and the Christians of America! 
Shall not a man thst is a Christian suffer 
wrong rather than do wrong? and shall not 
a Christian nation rather suffer wrong than 
ae, me : ‘build : 
am for ng up this nation in wealth. 
in civilization, in’refinement, in political 
strength, in military power, in all things 
that go to make us broad, and tall, and 
t ; and then I am for having this nation, 
fh the majesty of its might, stand for peace, 
and Christian fellowship, and Christian love. 
Is there not, at last, to be realized on earth 
the conception of a converted nation, a mis 
sionary | & Christian people, not be- 
cause, like a handfal of Moravian Brethren, 
they are too small to be anything else, but 
because, though they are a large people, 
they are too good to be anything else? A 
nation that can be measured by nothing but 
latitudes and longitudes; a nation thai has 
nothing to fear but God—is there not to be 
a day when such a nation shall go forth 
sweet-tempered asa lamb? It is that that 
I labor for, and hope for, and believe in, for 
my nation. Letother nations do us wrong, 
and by the hatefulness of that wrong in our 
eyes Tet us not imitate it. Let us gather up 
I the forces and all the influences of na- 
tional life, and pour them into that stream 
of Christian progress which God has issued, 
and which God gives channels to. Let us 
give the pulsations of the mighty heart of 
this nation to the welfare of the world. Let 
this nation at last give meaning to the word 
Brotherhood. 
Such, then, is to me the significance of 
the year upon which we have just entered. 
It is to be a yearof liberty; a year of right- 
ecousness; a year of upbuilding ; a year of 
national expansion and strength; a year of 
me toe ayear of christianization ; a 
year ofsinging; a year ofjoy. Hitherto we

ACCLIMATION OF SALMON IN AUSTRALIA. 
—Recent experiments carried fo by 
the Acelimation Society have shown that it 


is postible to tra rt to distant countries 
the eggs of fertile fishes. One of its mem- 
bers, Mr. Millet, having observed that melt- 


ing ice diminished the pulsations of the 
young fish of the Salmonide and delaye1 
the hatching of the eggs, took the idea that 
this method would serve for.the transporta- 
tion of eggs of the Salmonid# to Australia 
and Tasmania. © The plan has succeedet, in 
spite of damaged eggs; a very large num- 
ber have arrived # in a healthy state, 
and have been deposited in the rivers. 
Starting from London on Jan. 15, 1864, the 
eggs arrived at Melbourne on April 5th, and 
at Hobart Town (Tasmania) on the 231. 
Everything indicates success.

Upon 
these amendments an anfmated debate arose, 
being contended, on the one hand, that any 
ordinance that simply declared freedom to 
the slaves, without giving and guaranteeing 
them the personal rights of freemen, 
made them but half free, and left them at 
the mercy of the whites and the oppressive 
black laws of the State. On the other hand, 
it was argued that the Convention was 
ready to proclaim emancipation now, bat 
was not prepared to determine many of the 
questions arising, without much discussion 
and further deliberation. After a spicy de- 
bate of nearly three hours, which in its 
course developed two or three old-fashioned 


,Proslavery speeches, that sounded like 


voices from the tombs, echoes of the old 
regime buried forever, and which, from very 
novelty and contrast, seemed really to amuse 
the people, the amendments were rejected. 
This is doubtless to be regretted. But soon 
the unfinished work will be done, and every 
right that white men have, and every privi- 
lege, but that of suffrage, will be given to 
the black. And there can be little doubt 
that, before the Convention closes, a bill 
authorizing suffrage to the people of color, 
afer a short time of probation, will be 
passed. 

Then came up the original ordinance. 
Amid the profoundest silence, the roll was 
“ Aye—aye—aye !” rang out round- 
ly and vigorously fifty-nine times. Four 
several times a flutter of excitement broke 
the almost breathless quiet of the people, as 
the answer “No!” sounded through the 
chamber; not tamely and modestly, but 
clearly and boldly, almost defiantly. They 
were the death-groans of the monster who, 
until now, has held our State under his 
brawny hand, and who died not without a 
tiraggle. There seemed to be a general 
hope and desire that the ordiannce should 
pass unanimously. For my part, I am glad 
that it did not so pass. Let those -four 
Yolesremain as the imperishable monu- 
isent.of the infamy of the slaveholiers, 
who, even in the face of the popular 
Will, inthe face of the stern teachings .of 
war, and in spite of the manifest doom ef 
their institution, dared to record themselves 
‘gainst freedom! And those votes shall be 
to the world, too,the surest evidence that, 
in the élection of the members of the Con- 
Vention, no civil authority, nor military 
Power, kept the people from @ free expres- 
fion of their will; but that Freedom was 
éniained just because the people of the 
State, freely, without let, so decreed. 

When the final announcementof the vote 

Waemade by the president, and the ordi- 
mance of emancipation @eclared the law of 
the State, the joy of the people found utter- 
Aucein burst of hearty applause. Hats 
and handkerchiefs were swung in the air; 
and neither the ponderous hammer of the 
President, nor the ominous gesticulations of 
the *ergeant-at-arms, could stop the voisy 
— and feet, and throats, until they had 
lapped, and stamped, and shouted out their 
Jy. And then some member moved that 
the Convention give thanks to Almighty 

The motion carried; andthe great 
awembly arose and bowed themselves be- 
fore the Lord, while Dr. Eliot led them in

VICTORY FIRST—TRADE AFTER- 
WARD. 


WaASsnINGTON, Jan. 17th, 1865. 
Tory Eprrors or Tae INDEPENDENT : 
Tue necessity for a Bureau of Freedmen’s 
Affairs does not spring from the color of the 
race, nor yet from any lack of ability under 
ordinary circumstances to take care of them- 
selves. When war is past, and civil society 
reconstructed, the freeman’s ‘rights recog- 
nized, with no disability on account of color, 
the black man will not only support hir- 
self, but will begin at once to belp us beer 
the burdens which will rest for many gene- 
rations upon the industries of the country. 
But while the confusions of war last; just 
while they are passing In great throngs 
from the old bondage, leaving the old home, 
forsaking the old labor, cutting ‘loose from 
the old forms of living and means of sup- 
port; coming up into military districts, 
where there are no laws, nor civil erganiza- 
tion of society, where the customary indus- 
tries are all suspended ; they do need care— 
direction to safe and possible fields of labor— 
government. All the modes of this care, 
direction, government should be such as 
are stited to the present exigency, and not 
such as, useless now, contemplate a.special 
guardianship for the peaceful future, when 
it would only curse them. It is useless to 
argue that this organizatioa, adapted to, 
and needed only in, places and times of war, 
is not a civil organization. When such ar- 
gument jis needed, the power of argument 
would avail little. 
The sole ground on which any other than 
amilitary bureau is urged is, that the charge 
.of abandoned plantations is in the hands af 
the Treasury Department. Therefore, the 
control.of the blacks should go there also. 
‘The argument is singular. Black men, 
free, are not property, nor anything akin to 
it. But they can work on Janded property ! 
That is the argument for this unnecessary 
yoking of the two together under one, and 
that the property, control. The letter pub- 
lished a fortnight since, detafling the disas- 
ters of the plantations, shows fully enough 
how much to the interest of the black it is 
that he should work them. 

The whole experience of two years re- 
verses this argument of the advocates of a 
Treasury Bureau, and warns us to keep the 
interests of freedmen out of the hands of 
those who control plastations. Is not the 
argument forcible? 

But were there no such argument from 
experience against putting people and lands 
together into one hand, common sense 
ought to warn us from it. It is entirely a 
new doctrine of philanthropy that, because 
the interest of land and the interest of labor 
are not always identical, may occasionally 
be even so diverse as to conflict, we should 
first subject the interest of labor to that of 
land. Conflict—supposing the plantations 
to be in the hands of Treasury agents, and 
the blacks under the care of the War De- 
partment—will come when the Treasury 
agents demand that the blacky be put at

demands that the black man be u-ei in 
some way to the detriment of the military 
service ; the military, authority says, “Not 
that cannot be!" Conflict ; bat tor the saf ty 
of the military operations, and of the na- 
Just so long as the Treasury 
interest wants to use the labor of the black 
to his own and the national aivantage, so 
long the military guardians of the interest 
of the freedmen are accordant with the 
Treasury. They are simply concerned for 
the welfare of the nation, and that of the 
freedmen. As long as the plantation inter- 
est serves that, there is harmony. When it 
conflicts with that, there must be some au- 
thority to see that there ix conflict! 

The same hand must not control both. 


Bo the argument of possible conflict is en- 


tirely against those,who urge it in behalf of 
the Treasnry interest. I affirm that the 
only security of the black stands in putting 
the plantation interest where it belongs, an- 
der Treasury control, and leaving him in 
the care of the military authority, which 
controls the white. Is there danger of 
fraud? How most? When one set of 
agents controls the land, aud an entirely 
difterent set the labor, so that, if there be 
corruption, it must be by the complete ro® 
tenness of two corps of officers, one civil 
and the other military, each watching and 
checking the other? or when you give into 
the same hand hundreds of thousands of 
acres of land, and full control of all labor, 
with none to say, Why? how? The thing 
8 too plain to need argument. 

Thinking still of “conflict,” how will the 
matter stand, in that respect, when you 
have put a set of civil agents in charge of 
the blacks? Where is their power? They 
have no courts, no officers, no operative 
civil laws, no authority. For every act they 
assume to perform they must rest on the 
military authority for its enforcement. 
They cannot enforce a contract, punish an 
offense, right any wrong, or secure any 
right, without appeal to military authori- 
ties. 

Now what of conflict? The military 
officer, amid his multiplicity of legitimate 


| Jabors and responsibilities, called upon for 
| these ten thousand matters for which civil 


agents are alone responsible! The very 
genius of military atfairs is this: No man 
is responsible for anything exvep! obedienve 
to orders. But here you have a precious 
scheme by which military officers are ev- 
pected, at the behest of civilians, to assume 
a system of most varied, laborious, and bur- 
densome functions, for which they are re- 
sponsible to nobody! There is nothing but 
conflict in it. The officer isn’t prompt 
enough ; civilian grumbles. The officer 
doesn’t decide to the civilian’s taste; the 
officer doesn’t think the rule adopted just, 
and so won’t punish breaches of it. Bitter- 
ness, curses, “ conflict!” And now the con- 
flict is not a healthful one, as before—a 
mere adjustment of interests, or a rescue 
from wrong—but is a fatal with?-aw al of

an excellent one ; but it carries <he bureau 
into the War Office!

MONEY MARKET. 


Tuere has been a-revolution in Wall 
‘strect. Gold has fallen below 200. Prices 
of speculative stocks have gone down many 
per cent. Cotton has declined 25 and 30 
cts.; and produce and manufacturing pro- 
ducts all lower. This has been brought about 
mainly by Gen. Sherman, who has opened 
up an immense supply of cotton for the use 
of the North, partly to export in place of 
gold, and partly to increase at a low cost 
the home-made fabrics of the country. The 
vague expectations of a possible early peace 
give additional force te the same effect. 
Gold on Monday closed at 198. The experts 
last week were under $400,000 ; and the de- 
mand for foreign exchange has fallen off, 
remitters postponing their remittances, in 
view of astill heavier fall in golde” Sterling 
60-day baukers’ bills are quoted at 109 1-2 a 
109 5-8 per cent. 

Money is easy on call at 7 per cent. to first- 
class borrowers. There is, however, a great 
prevailing distrust, and weak parties find it 
difficult to borrow on ordinary securities in 
presence of the continued heavy decline of 
values. Government stocks are but slightly 
waflected. Some 5-20 year U. 8. 6 per cent. 
were sold low during the week, on account 
of weak pariies who had borrowed on them. 
Railroad stock and the usual speculative 
stocks have undergone a heavy decline. 
There is no outside demand, and prices 
have hardly fallen low enough to induce the 
large speculative houses to come to the res- 
cue, The successive issues of new Govern- 
ment stocks of course come into strong com- 
petition with all other stocks; and, as Gov- 
erpments are preferred by investors at large, 
there is consequently an ever-narrowing de- 
mand for railroad and other speculative se- 
curities. The city banks returns show 
loans, $187,060.580 ; decrease, $2,626,164 ; 
deposits, $146,068,265 ; decrease, $2,862,944 ; 
specie, $20,211,560; decrease, $1,146,080. 


Tur market isin a very unsettled state. 
The large decline in the prices of gold and 
cotton, with an anticipation of further de- 
cline, owing to the large supplies of cotton 
liberated by Gen. Sherman in Savannah 
and the neighborhood, which will come 
East, have produced a great decline in the 
prices of goods, with a limited demand, 
dealers only buying for immediate wanta. 
Prints have gone down Sade. a yard, and 
still have a downward tendency. Cotton 
has fallen over 20c. a 1b., and spinners have 
to reduce the price of goods accordingly. 

Brown and bleached shirtings and sheet- 
ings are in very limited supply, yet the de- 
mand is so light that prices have declined. 
Stripes are dul, at s decline. Ticks are 
quiet, with a small stock. Denims scarce 
and steady, atasmall decline. Canton fian- 
nels are lower. Woolen goods are also 
lower, with a light business. Spring de- 
laines are accumulating in market ; prices 
favor the buyer; fancy cassimeres are also 
increasing in stock; prices are weak; 
buyers are few; holders are unwilling to 
yield in price. There is a good assortment 
of desirable styles, but dealers expect a con- 
cession, and hold off. Beavers are increas- 
ing in supply, and the demand is limited. 
Shawls have declined in price, with a fair 
demand. Blankets and flannels are inac- 
tive. Foreign goods sell only in small 
quantities ; the stocks are small. The fall 
in gold has induced more activity, as prices 
are in part regulated by gold, many import- 
ers selling only for gold prices. The goods 
mostly inquired for are for men’s use, silks 
being inactive. The receipts are very in- 
significant ; and the lightness of the stocks 
renders owners firm. The value of woolen 
fabrics imported last week was only $107,- 
015; of cotton, $61,426; and of silk, $51,- 
719.

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Ocr CoLorED VoLUNTEERS.—A corre- 
spendent, writing from New Orleans, wishes 
to correct certain historical misrepresenta- 
tions and inaccuracies in respect to our 
black defenders. Meeting a Copperhead 
allegation of cowardice at Port Hudson, he 
Says: 

“There were two negro regiments, the 
1st and 3d Regt’s Louisiana Native Guards, 
which took part in the assault. Their firht- 
ing’ was good, and no troops could do bet- 
ter. They made several charges, forming 
under fire, and finally, when they got well 
up to the rebel works, they were stopped by 
an impassable bayou. Their fighting qual- 
ities‘were praised by General Banks, who 
remembered to forget these two regiments 
when he issued his order to the others to 
inecribe upon their colors the engagements 
they had taken part in. This neglect has 
been set right by the War Department, 
which bas instructed these regiments, now 
called the 73d and 75th U. 8. colored in- 
fantry, to inscribe Port Hudson on their 
banners. Another fact may here be put on 
record: the colored troops held a longer 
line than any division in General Banks’ 
army. ‘Notwithstanding other regiments 
were from time to time relieved, these col- 
ored troops were in the trenches during the 
whole siege, and were not relieved for a 
singleday. White troops were never placed 
in their rear to make them fight or keep 
their ground,.as has been stated.” 

The 2d La. colored regiment, how the 

74th U.8. C.1., did not participate in the 
siege of Port Hudson, as was recorded in 
The Independcat some time ago. It waa 
at Ship Island at the time. 
If the ist Kansas colored regiment was 
mustered into service on the 13th of Jan- 
uary, 1863, and the first celored regiment 
at Port Royal on the 25th of. the same 
month, then the Ist regiment of Louisiana 
Native Guards was formed in advance of 
all others in the Free or Slave States. I 
was raised by Gen. Butler, and mustered in 
on the 27th of September, 1862. It was 
subsequently styled by Gen. Banks the Ist 
infantry regiment, Corps d’Afrique, and 
lastly, by the War Department, the 731 U. 
8. C. L_ 8. M. Quincy, of Boston, is its 
present colonel. 

Tux, Revver CHReTIENNE for December 
rejoices feclingly in the election of Mr. 
Lincoln, as an event which “ marks‘as sol- 
emn a date in modern history as the Dec- 
lJaration of Independence in 1776.” With 
remarkable boldness it continues : 

“Newspaper correspondents, who judge 
the American people by the rabble of New 
SS triumphantly the victor, 
of McClellan. Our official journals, whic 
decree no trophies except to thé bloody wars 
ofthe first empire, and which tolerate no 
censure of the disastrous campaigns of Spain 
and Russia, shed an abundance of tears over 
the blood spilt in the United States, and 
filled their columns with sentimental tirades 
on this theme. — indifferent to the three 
or four million slaves whom the South still 
keeps beneath the yoke, they affected alarm 
for the liberties of the North, which Mr. 
Lincoln, according to them, was threatea- 
ing with destruction. They undertook the 
defense of the Habeas corpus of the Ameri- 
cans with an eloquence which would be 
very persuasive, if we didn’t remember that, 
when our own laws concerning the general 


security were in question, it was very differ- 
ently employed.”

INES FOR WRITING.—No. 2. 


Wirnrs the past ten years the bi-chromate 
of potash has come inio very general use as 
& mordant for dying black on woolen tab- 
rics, and it has also been extensively em- 
ployed in the manufacture of ink. . It does 
not produce such a permanent black as the 
sulphate of iron, but it is not @ fugitive as 
the sulphate of copper, which many 
ome oe euployes in making ink. 
ollowing is a receipt for making chromate 
—_ ink: 4 oe 

ake good logwood, in chins or ¢ 
22 Ibs., and he me chromate ped ing 
ounces. Boil the logwood for aboxt two 
hours in 14 gallons of water, then pour off 
the clear liquid and add the chromate with 
about two ounces of gum-arabic, and stir 
until these are di-solved. It will be ready 
for use as soon as it becomes cool. The 
neutral chiomate is emploved for the above, 
but black ink may also be made with the 
bi-chromate of poiash, which is the common 
orange-colored salt employed in the arts of 
dying and calico printing. Cominon ink 
powders may be made as follows: 
Take extract of logwood 1 Ib. bi-chro- 
mate of potash one-fourth of an ounce, and 
gum-arabic one ounce. Reduce these to 
small grains in a mortar, and make them u 
in one-ounce papers, each of which 4 
capable of making a pint of black ink 
simply dissolving it in hot water. The b 
dition of sugar to any ink gives it a glossy 
appearance, and renders it fit for copying. 
Inks made with logwood, galls, and sumac, 
and with either copperas or chromates ag 
mordants, are not ape f ne sa but are 
either slightly purple or deep blue-black in 
shade. All cotton and woolen goods, when 
dyed jet black, receive some yellow coloring 
substance in the process, and inks should 
come under the same conditions. In our 
former article, we therefore stated that some 
Sustie— which is a yellow coloring substance 
—should be added to the logwood and gall 
to improve the quality of black ink. I 
will also be understood that, when the 
coloring is not sufliciently intense, the ink 
only requires to be more highly concen- 
trated, which can be effected by evapora- 
tion. Most inks become darker after being 
exposed to the atmosphere on the paper. 
This is due to the absorption of oxygen. 


INDELIBLE ink.—Nitrate of silver is the 
basis of indelible ink, which is used princi- 
pally for marking linen so as to withstand 
the action of common washing and expos- 
ure to the rays of the sun. We will give 
reveral receipts for its preparation. Ist. 
Take nitrate of silver, by weight, 5 parts; 
distilled water, 12 ; powdered gum-arabic, 5; 
carbonate of soda, 7; and liquid ammonia, 
10. Mix these together in a glass flaek, and 
heat i until the mixture acquires a slightly 
dark tint. The nitrate of silver, however, 
may be dissolved in six parts, and the gum 
in the other six parts of water before the 
ammonia is added. We prefer thie mode. 
Guin mucilage can be added to thie ink, so 
as to thicken it for printing with type. 
2d. Dissolve one ounce of nitrate of sil 
ver, and half an ounce of the carbonate of 
soda, each separate, in six ounces of water, 
then mix them together, when they will 
form a precipitate, which is to be collected 
on a filter and washed with pure water. 
This is now placed ina poreclain mortar, 
with eight scruples of tertaric avid, and al! 
triturated until effervescence ceases. 
uantity of ammonia is now added, so as to 
issolve the tartrate of silver thus formed, 
then some dissolved gum-arabic and six 
ounces of distilled water are also added. 
3d. Take 6 drachms of the nitrate of xil- 
ver and dissolve in 8 ounces of pure water; 
liquid ammonia is now added until the so- 
lution becomes clear. When a small qnan- 
tity ef ammonia only is added a precipitate 
of the silver salt takes place, but this ix 
taken up and redissolved by the action of 
more ammonia. A little neutralized sul- 
phate of indigo, or, what is better, carmine, 
and 4drachms of gum mucilage are now 
mixed with this ink, when it will be ready 
for use. These inks should be kept in red 
lass bottles, and excluded from the light, 
th while being made and after they are 
manufaciured. The cloth after . being 
marked with such ink should be exposed 





ExPLANATION.—Chloride of silver be 
comes black by exposure to the rays of 
light, but cxyetae of pure nitrate of silver 
do not become black unless in contact with 
organic bodies, such as paper, linen, etc. 
We do not yet perfectly understand the ac- 
tion of light upon certain bodies ; we only 
know that peculiar effecis are produced by 
it. The blackening of the silver sal's in 
ink by light is a chemical result, for the 
black substance which is produced is pure 
silver in @ very finely-divided state. This 
can be proven as follows: Take a slip of 
ivory and immerse it in a solution of nitrate 
of silver till it acquires a yellow color, then 
place it in a tumbler containing distilled 
water, and expose it to the action of sun- 
light. After one or two hours’ exposure it 
becomes black, but by rubbing its surface 
with an agate burnisher it becomes metallic 
bright, resembling a slip of pure silver. 
Ammonija-nitrate of silver is a sensitive 
wash employed for making photographic 
r. The rays of heat produce analagous 
effects to those of light upon silver salts. 
M. Niepce de St. Victor, the distinguished 
French savan, succeeded, several years 
ago, in ob‘aining copies of engravings upon 
sensitive paper by the agency of heat radi- 
ations. Although the above indelible ink 
withstands the action of sunlight and wasb- 
ing with soap, it ean easily be removed with 
a solution of the cyanide of potassium. 
The nitrate of silver also forms the basis of 
all the common hair-dyes. But the above 
inks are not indelible for writing upon 
paper. The following is a receipt for this 
purpose: Mix China ink, 2 parts by weight, 
water 20 parts, a strong solution of caustic 
potash 1 Rwy and a strong solution of 
caustic 4 part. A good indelible 
ink for labels can be made by mixing 
India ink wilh lac, dissolved in avhot solv 
tion of borax. In our next we shall give 
receipts for inks of different colors.
